This is 
to be the moat important meeting of 
tobacca men ever held, and promises 
much for the men who plant tobacco. 

The little city of Owensboro will ex- 
tend a royal welcome, and the tobacco 
producing business is to be put on a 
sure and solid foundation. 

At this covention the following facts 
will be ascertained and made public. 
The amount of each class and giade of 
tobacco consumed annually ;the amount 
I in the hands of dealers and manufacture 
* ers; the amount in the hands of the 
farmers; the prices paid by the con- 
sumers; the cost of manufacturing and 
handling tobacco; the profits secured 
by c£Ch class ot dealers and handlers; 
th? amount required for consumption 
during the succeeding vear. With 
these facts before them it will not be 
difficult for the representatives of the 
tobacco growers to say what each class 
and grade is worth. 

After this is done the delegate? will 
turn their attention to ways and means 
of grading, storing and holdinR tobacco, 
and will provide for all emergencies.
